The Federal Government is a government of 
States", ami not of Individuals or of masses. — 
Fvoplv make up the States, and the States make 
the Confederacy. Thougli the General Govern- 
ment acts on individuals, within and without the 
States, it is only in the exercise of powers ikle- 
U He I by the State-, and conferred in the Consti- 
tution. 

In liie first American Congress of 17T4, colo- 
nic- rune together, throogh theirrepreseiilatives, 
and by a union of colonies, the wrongs of Ma^a- 
i-husetts Bay were madu the wrongs of Pennsyl- 
vania an I Virginia. The revolution was not a 
social rt'voluliun — it was political. It was a rev- 
olution of colonies by name. The Congress of 
lTTti was a Congress of colonies, and the Decla- 
ration wl s alive with one great truth, "that these 
United Colonies are, and of tight ought, to be. 
tii r an i independent States*" They made good 
theit I >i i ant ion, and became, not only free, but 
gnrereigri — each one sovereign and independent 
within Itself. The artieies of confederation were 
entered into by Stales; the Constitution was 
I by a convention of States, each State 
adopt . ii.. the Const itution lor itself, thus making 
it, as r i r as applicable, "a law unto itself." 

All territory is acquired to become a State, 
but it is likewise acquired for the common benefit 
ol she existing Staus. It is theirs, and the Fed- 
eril Government holds it as their trustee. Con- 
se.pi -ii'ly every citizen ol' every State has a 
sh ue in it. It is his in the first instance, because 
he is a citizen ol some one of the United 
Slates, ;md he has a right to enter into the terri- 
tory, clothed w ith his rights as a citizen of the 
Slate, lie takes his properly wilh bun, from his 
»wn State, ana if he may not do so, then the 
territory )s not acquired for the common and 
equstl benefit of the several States. Does the 
Constitution of the United Slates then carry 
slavery into the Territories? Ka; but under the 
Constitution, and by virtue of it, the Federal 
G >v. u n ill acquires territory, for the common 
and equal benefit of the several Slates — slave- 
holding and non slaveholding alike. Being ac- 
quired, all may go into it , with their property, of 
whatever kind; and if they may not, there is no 
equality. That the Constitution recognizcsslaves 
ns property, is settled beyond a doubt. And 
though it carries slavery nowhere, it sometimes 
follows it. A slave held by the laws of Ken 
to. kv escapes into Ohio; under the Constitution 
he is still as much property us he was belore. — 
The law of Kentucky does not follow him, nor 
can it bold him within the State where slavery is 
prohibited; but the Constituting can and does. 
So there is no escape Ironi the fact, that outside 
of Sta'e limits, the Constitution does asseri the 
right of the Blaster to bis slave as property, and it 
recognizes the relation existing between then as

philoso] by of Gen&KXBS, and make t'.itTu regard 
any innovation upon this holy consistency as 
the utmost impiety. Tliis is not the country 
and Mi is not the age in which to preach 
sudh folly; for our very institutions are anom- 
alous, aud were Ibunded upon a total disre- 
gard of all procodent, and a hemic surrender- 
ing by our fathers of all political consistency, 
«tbenvise we should haw remained r. colonial 
dependency to litis day, but would deserve 
as much respect as toads, who also arc said 
to have jewels ia their heads.. 

It will certainly be charged upon thc editor 
«f thc InJianian, that his change pf political 
complexion is the result of corrupt motives; 
fcr whenever did you know men besotted 
by "parti-.auis.ui," to fail to judge others by 
their own Etandard, and, looking into their 
own corrupt or contracted hearts for motives 
that would impel themselves, arc Are to as- 
cribe these to another. There is no truer 
maxim in ethical science, than that "men 
judge others by themselves;'' and whenever 
you see a man ready to attribute bad motives j 
for thc ad ions of other men, you may set it 
down a- a demonstration, that that man's 
heart is I ad. Yet so eager are men to bla- 
son ihe fancied errors or crimes of oth- 
ers, that they neglect the prudential motives 
•f Belf-c ini eahitent, and they are oflener judged 
themselves uitb the judgment they mcto out 
to soother. We do not pretend to know oth- 
er than tiie avowed motives for thc change of 
the Indianian; but, after laying aside every 
prejudice we may have in favor of our Demo- 
cratic views, we cannot see how the motives 
ascribes for its course will not be respected 



Our Future Political Course. 

Circumstances beyond our control have now 
forced us tochaniie the Indianian from a Republi- 
can to a Democratic paper. It is always un- 
pleasant even in private life to change one 
at acting, but much more unpleasant for a public 
journalist to be compelled to leave the [.arty w iih 1 
which it has acted. 

It was a remark we beleive of Henry Clay, 
when changing his political course i n some favor- ' 
lie measure, that he would rather be riidit thin. 
President, and that he was never so old or wise 
but that he might not be wrong. 

Nothing but sheer duty has compelled us to . 
make this change. We were raised a Whig,] 
gave the last vote we ever gave for a president- 
ial candidate to a Whig (Gen Scott.) and acted | 
w ith the Whigs aslong as the parly had an organi- I 
zatioa. In ISoti, we had no voting residence 
ai. d did not support either candidate. Since that 
time we have acted with the Opposition branch of, 
the Republican party. Recent events, well I 
known to the newspaper readers, have shown ! 
clearly that the most ultra views are to rule the | 
Republican party; that a sectional man is bound I 
to be the Presidential caudidate in 1660. Wo j 
cannot consistently suppo.t such a candidate, and 
> e will not be forced to bv any political org mi i- 
tion. We acted with the Republican party be- I 
cause we supposed it was about to cut loose from ' 
the Abolition party, and take Conservative, na- j 
tional grounds. Since it hns failed to thus act we 
eannot act wilh it. The Democratic party, we \ 
are aware, is cursed with a set of sore-beaded, I 
disaffected disunionist, as well as the Repii'.!.. an 
party, but, as these control the action of ihe Re- 
publican party, and ill spite of them die Demo- 
cratic parly slill continues to take high national 
groin ds, we have no alternative but to act with 
the Democratic party. 

We regard the present as the most critical pe- 
riod in our nsitioiiHt existence. We have beheld j 
men banded together, going into a neighboring , 
State, and putting to death peaceable citizens. ! 
And we have seen, also, leaders of a great party- 
eulogizing those murderers as heroes, and casting j 
ill manner of obloquy and contempt upon the 
Stale and Federal authorities lor bringing them I 
to a met ited justice. We have seen also, these i 
same political leaders, who occupy high places, 
aiding in scattering broadcast over oiu country, | 
documents and publications calculated only lo 
breed disunion, and set one section of the Union 
at variance with the olber. 

In noticing carefully the course of both polit 
ical parties for several months, we have bee ime 
convinced tint the Democratic party is in no 
danger of being controlled or driven from a true 
national course, by the few disaffected in the 
party. On the other hand, when we see the New 
York Tribune, the Cincinnati Gazette, and nu- 
merous other leading Republican papers, publish- 
ing speech after speech from Beeeher, Phillips, 
Cheever and othe r s, of the most violent Aboli- 
tionists in the Union, with little or no comments, 
except in the same strain, wc are forced to con- 
clude that they sympathize with them and have 
au object in view in so acting. Papers thi t can 
publish in this manner, the most violent nl u-e 
of State and Federal authorities, and eulogize as 
heroes men who have been engaged in a whole- 
sale butchery of onr fellow-citizens, must have 
some sympathy with them. Treason is one of the 
highest crimes known to law, and if a party sus- 
tains traitors to the Government, we can not tell 
what next to expect of it. These are some of 
the reasons why we have been compelled to 
change the politics of our paper. Oilier rea- 
sons will be given from time to time.

AH these were to be 
protected, in the MmMiim," tin: is t., <iy, al all 
timess "between the due of the treaty, and the 
time when the portion of the Territory w here the 
inhabitants resided was admitted into the Union 
as a State." "At the data of the treaty," he 
further remarks, "each inhabitant had the right 
to the fres enjovnien' of his properly, alike a ith 
his liberty and his rcli -nun, in any part ol hou 
isiana." 

To surmount the tren'y difficulty, was eon id- 
ercd worth a labored ellar! bv Mi. Justice Cur- 
tis, in the Dred Scott c ise. Il occupies lour lull 
pages of his able, dissea' m- opinion. His effort 
was to show that Congre s might prohibit slavery 
in the Territory of which Nebraska is a part. 
On the str«ngifi of lilom and Neilsou, - i' era 
314, and Garcia vs. Lee, 12 Peters 519, he argues 
that the stipulation in tlie treaty addresses itself 
to the political or legislative power, and II is not 
a law for the government of the Court. It is 
enough to say That these cases are cases of dis- 
puted boundaries betw een nations; and, of com .o, 
lor thc political depaitmuil ol the Government, 
and not for the Judicial. " The Judiciary is not 
that department of the G jvci iiiueni t i which the 
assertion of its Interests ; iin«t foreign powers 
is confided." But under the third article. Indi- 
vidual rights of person, pi i party and religion ue 
guaranteed, and may noi be swept away by legia- 
lalion. 

It is also said that "the stipal ition was tempo- 
rary, and ceased to have any etleci when the Hie n 
inhabitants of the Territory of Louisiarfa, in 
whose behalf the Stipulation was made, were in- 
corporated into the Union.'.' In other words, that 
the State of Louisinu i, on lier admit-sion im i the 
Union, swallowed up all the rights guaranteed by 
the treaty to the rest of the Territory, including, 
of course, Arkansas, .Mi - un, Iowa, and Minne 
■ota, while in a territorial condition, ami Nebras- 
ka now. Tbis startling declaration \* made on 
the strength of Qbfef Jusi ice Marshall'! 
in 9 Peters 223, lo which Mr. Ju-tice CnrtW re 
fete as follows: "In the case of New Orleans vs 
De Armas et al, (9 Peters 823 v) the question was 
whether a title to property which existed al the 
date of the treaty continued to be protected bv 
the treaty after the State of Louisiana w as ad 
milted into the Union." The third article of 
the treaty was relied on. .Mr. Chief Justice 
Marshall said: 

"This article obviously cntemoUtes tw o ob- 
jects. One, that Louisi ma shall be admitted in 
to the Union as soon as possible, on an equal 
footing with the other Slates; and theother, that, 
till such admission, the inhabitants of the cede I 
Territory shall be prot. crd in the free enjoy 
ment of their liberty, property, and religion. Had 
any one of these rights been violated while the-e 
stipulations continued In Mrce, the individual 
Supposing himself to be injured, might have 
brought his case into this court, under the 25th 
section of the judicial act. Rat this stipulation 
ceased to operate when I .o i .iana became a mem 
ber of the Union, and it* inhabitants were ad- 
mitted to thc enjoyment of all the limits, advan- 
tages, and immunities ot the citizens of the Uni- 
ted States. 

And yet, what does thi-s opinion all amount to, 
except, that so far as the Slate of I.ouisi ins Uei If 
was concerned, the sti;, u . ui in cealed to operate, 
because that State had passed beyond "Mi tntan 
time" mentioned in the third article of ihe 
treaty, and its inhabitants were admitted to the 
'•full enjoyment of all the lights, sdranfsires, and 
immunities of the people of the b'uited S;,u ." 

It is then a fair and irresistible conelu-i ni, tint 
the third article of tlie treaty did include the 
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When ibis Territory was tirst organized, had the 
IS of all the States the right to come into 
it witli their families and their flocks? Had the 
citizen's ol Missouri the same right to enter into 
> V ment of iheir ciiinm.iii estate as the 
citizens of Iowa, and had bulb the right to bring 
with them any property which they saw fit? If 
the* in gat not, by what law were they restrain 
ed or forbidden 7 Surely not by the treaty, for it 
is -i .i lt d to the protection of property, persons, 
and religion alike. With it, these three are 
equally -acred. Not by the prohibition of &S30, 
called, ill awful mockery, the Missouri Compro- 
tii -c, for that was repealed, and is now pronounc- 
e I ii . 'institutional and void. I assume, then, 
that the citizens of the States owning slaves had 
the right to come here with their property when 
ttie territorial government was organized. Some 
few persons did come with their slaves, and still 
fewer remained, for the overruling reason that 
Nebraska is no place for slave labor. Were the 
slaves of those few set bee, by thc fact of their 
having been brought into this Territory? Some 
were eni cedor stolen away, but no process of 
law was evar invoked, or could have been invok 
ed, to have them pronounced free. 

This brings us to the question of power in the 
Terril rial Legislature. Have we the power lo 
man iga our domestic affaire in our own way, and 
exercise ihe rights of legislation as a free people? 
I answer we have, beyond peradventure ordouht. 
Rut communities, like individuals, have relative 
duties, as well as absolute and relative rights. 
We must use our own rights so that we do not 
injure oi lake away the r.idits of others. This is 
good morals and good law. The doctrine of the 
if the State lies at ihe very foundation of 
our political fabric. To legislate against the 
rights "I any one State is to strike a morlul blow 
al the rights of all. 

In this attempt to prohibit slavery by an act of 
the Territorial Assembly, I am constrained lo say 
you hive overlooked the true intent and meamug 
of the organic law. 

Ii should be remembered that the restrictive 
line against slavery, known as 36degrees30 roin 
utes, w as designed, not only to control thc Ter- 
ritories no |fa 01 'hat line, but to exclude slavery 
forever from all States to be formed between that 
line and the 19th degree, thus making the act of 
Congress to operate on Slates as weli as Territo- 
ries. 1 -ay this was the design in the act of 1H20, 
inn! Mi . Clayton proved it in the Senate. Indeed, 
the great object wus, ' to have no more slave 
Statcsi* 

At the organization of Kansas and Nebraska, 
the M K ouri restriction was blotted out, and de- 
clared in tperative and void, "it being the true in- 
tent and meaning of this act, not to legislate 
slavoqi iuioany Territory or State, nor to ex- 
clude it therefrom, hire to leave the people there- 
of perfectly free to form and regulate the r do- 
mestic institutions in their own way, subject only 
to the Constitution of the United States." This 
was the triumph of popular sovereignty over Cou- 
i! ii -trietiou: The right of the people to 
lorm and regulate their domestic institutions in 
iheir ov. n way, lubject only to the Constitution 
of the I'..ited Stales. Surely you cannot think 
that tbis meant the Territorial Legislature crea 
ted in the same law and by the same Congress. 
Is that popular sovereignly ? Let us look. "And 
be it further enacted, thai the Legislative power 
and authority of said Territory shall be invested 
in the Governor and Legislative Assembly." And 
die Governor or Executive has a voice equal to 
more than a majority of each House. 1 need 
hard! weal he is appointed by the President, 
and may never be seen "of tbe people" belore 
his appointment. However agreeable it miidn 
be to you and me to- suppose that we are "the 
people," in the sense of the organic act, I fear 
that we must surrender the solt delusion. It is 
true yon are elected by the people, but they did 
not form tbe system under w hich you are elect- 
ed. Congress and the President did all thai; 
nay, more, they shaped the system in all its de- 
tails, even to the number of each House, and the 
ver\ days that the Legislature may consume it 
each ses-ion. 

I intend the utmost respect, but I must say 
"the people," mentioned in the 14th section ol 
the organic net, never did mean, and never was 
intended to mean "thc Territorial Assembly. " 

It was the people of the Territory, in their 
Original snd sovereign capacity, and they only 
which could have been intended. "The sove 
reigutv of a State," says Judse McLean, "do ■ 
not resiue in the persons who fill the different de- 
pat tments of its government, but in tbe people 
from whom the government emanated, and who 
may change it at their discretion." Tbis is true. 
When the people of this Territory meet In con- 
vention to frame a Constitution for a Stat», they 
will then, for tbe first time, lorm their domestic 
institutions. This is creative power, and implies 
permanency. They will likewise form am regu- 
late their domestic institutions in their own way, 
subject only to the Constitution of the United 
States: Speaking of your powers, which are 
temporary, because the Territorial government 
itself is tint temporary, the organic act says, they 
"shall extend to all righttul subjects of .egisla- 
tion, consistent with the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, and the provisions of this act.' 

Hut not so when "the people" are refeired to. 
They are subject "only to the Constitution of the 
United Slates." In creating their own Consti u- 
ttpn, SnH thus preparing to form and regulate 
thei r domes tic institutions in their own way, (not 



ritorial Governmern). they lire not suiject to the 
"provisions of ibis act,'' but "otfly to the Cou- 
slitution of ihe United SUiti s." 

And in thus forming their own institutions, in i 
their own way, and entering the Union with or 
without slavery, as they themselves may deter- 
mine, the people vindicate the great doctrines of I 
State sovereignty end popular sovereignty togeth- 
er, snd illustrate the harmonious workings of a 
perfect and complete svsiem.
